Tue laft, Lord Saville, is fuppofed to have coun- 
terfeited all thefe Lords Hands but his own ; and it 
was done fo dextroufly, that when one of the Lords 
faw his Name, he faid he could not fwear he did not 
write it; but could fwear he never fign’d any fuch 
Letter: Which, containing the defired Affurance of 
Affitance, brought the Seots into England , as thar, 
in the Confequence, brought after it the Civil Wars. 
The Laird P’arrifon was Uncle to Bifhop Burnet, 
and to Secretary 
man. After the Rettoration the Laird noe 
efcap’d beyond Sea, but was deliver’d up by thofe 
he confided in, and put to Death without Mercy by 
the Enemies to the Presbyterians, by whom, as we 
read in Hiftory, he was almoft Idolized ; and who 
baving juft reftor'd the King,had putitin their Power 
to make them thefe moft tender and grateful Returns. 

Wuerrtner the Laird Warrifton took his Son, 
the late Secretary, with him, when he efcap'd be- 


yond Sea, or whether he}was fent abroad afterwards? ~ 


I know not: He was very young when he came firft 
to Holland, where he begun his Studies at Leyden ; 
and in the Progrefs of them had the Character of the 
greateft Proficient in the Civil Law, that ever was in 
that Univerfiry. After he finifhed his Studies, he 
travell’d into feveral Parts of Enrope, and in /taly fell 
into the Acquaintance of Henry Sidney, Efq; after- 
wards Earl of Romney, who, as is faid, was at Rome 
on the Part of the Prince of Orange before the Revo- 
lution ; nay, and had private Audience of Pope Ode- 
fealebi, Innocent X1. when he avoided giving it to 
lemaine, then Ambaflador from King Fames II. 

r. Sidney finding Mr. — a Perion of great 
Parts, Penetration, and ‘T'ruft, let him into the Se- 
cret of the intended Enterprize for the Deliverance 
of England from the Tyranny of that Prince. A frer 
That he was all along employ’d in the Negociations 
concerning it; and on his Return to Holland he was 
made Secretary to his Highnefs the Prince of Orange, 
the Englifh Affairs. For the Management of 
Which he paft feveral Times privately from Holland 
t© England, and had Conferences with the moft zea- 
lous and ufeful Inftruments in the enfuing Grand Re- 
Yolution. One of thefe was Yobn Hampden, Efq; 
Grandfon of that glorious Patriot, known by the 
crm of Ship-Money Hampden, for bis firenuous 
Oppofition to that illegal and detefted Impofition.

Soon after his Majefty’s Acceflien tothe Throne, 
Fames Fobnfton, Ely, was fent Envoy Extraordinary 
to the Elector of eh, afterwards King of 
Pruffia, to whom he made an eloquent Speech, when 
he inveited him with the mot Noble Order of the 
Garter, Fune 6, 1690, and what was never done be- 
forc, prefented him a Sword from the King his Maf- 
ter, together with the Riband and George. 1 believe 
a Quotation of a Line or rwo out of that admirable 
Oration, will not be thought tedious or impertinent, 
fince it gives an agreeable Idea of the late Secretary's 
Great Mafter’s and his own Merit. 

The Work of a Hero is not to mind his can Bufinefs 
only, @ruch lefs to do Hurt, to plunder the World with 
Alexander, or ruin bis own Country with Caxiat , but to 
do good chiefly to Others, to chain up the Difturbers of 
the Publick Peace, to fet Bounds to exorbitant Power and 
the Will of Man, and fo to deferve the Bleffing of thofe 
thofe that were ready to perib. ALL THIS the King 
my Mafter bas done, by redeeming his own Country from 
Ruin, and other Countries from the Danger of it, in fuffer- 
ing them to become bis own: Thus endeavouring ev 
avhere to fem the Inwndations of the prefent Times, as 
his Anceftors did thofe of the laft. 

AsourT three Years after he was made Secretary 
of State for Scotland, upon which Macky writes in 
his Memoirs, * He was the firft wino sadesveun'd to 
* fhew the Commons of that Kingdom their Strength, 
« and to eftablifh them on a Foot independent of the 
* Nobility, to whom they had always been as Slaves, 
‘ as the fure Way to make their Confticution lafting, 
‘ and them a flourifhing People. He did great Ser- 
‘ vices alfo in England. He difcover’d the La Hogue 
© Defcent in 1692, and had. betrer a gore from 
* France, than any about the King ; which gave him 
‘great Credit at Court, but created him Enemies 
‘ and Envyers in hoth Kingdoms. He was a zealous 
‘ Promoter of Men of Revolution Principles, and a

* African and American Company, which the Par- 
‘ liament of England reprefented of ill Confequence

© King’s Reign:” In which Macky is erroneous ; for 
he was fo well reconciled to his Majefty King #7%l- 
liam two Years after, that the King made Ufe of his 
Pen toanfwer Tivo Memorials and a Proteftation of the 
Abdicated King James, againtt the Peace treated at 
Ryfwick, whith He-did in a Trearife entitled, The 
Revolution Vindicated, in which particularly the 
Matter of the Abdication, in the fame Senfe in which 
King James is faid to have Abdicated, is more fully ex- 
plained than bas yet been done. This mafterly Piece 
was at firft intended to be publifh'd in his Majefty’s 
own Name, in fome fuch Manner as Bifhop Sprat’s 
Declaration of the romantick Ryeboufe Plot, in the 
Name of King Charles II. but it was rightly judg’d, 
That it would be to do too much Honour to Papers 
publifhed in the Name of a Prince, who had no 
Title to any Kingdom or Sovereignty upon Earth, 
and, confequently, no Right ro put out A/anife/fos and 
Memorials. Indeed Secretary Fobnfton's Vindication 
was not printed till eight or nine Years after, from 
his Manutcript, and is in State-Traéts, Vol. U1. p.

mentioned. Say the dear Mujes or Beo's, and fuck 
other Amufemerts, as Gardening, Cc make me happy in 
my Retirement, now that [ am ect faje far out of the 
Reach of dnxiety and Cave & neceflitace quotidie aliquid 
contra Animum faciendi, the Nece{fity of doing fome. 
thing daily againft my own Min#. Now it was that he 
laid out his enchanting Gardens on the Banks of the 
River 4, at Twickenham io Aliddiefex, which 
he contrived himfelf with fo much Art and Oeconomy, 
that for Beauty, Elegance and Convenience, they 
have no Paraliel within the fame Compafs of Ground, 
and the Houte he built there atrerwards, is alike com- 
venient, elegant dnd beauriful. His fine Offagon ad- 
joining to it, firred for royal as well as noble Enter- 
tainmen's, and often put to thoie Uies, with the 
utmoft Delicacy and good Order, has been the Model 
of all the Edifices of that Kind which have beea 
fince erected ; and thofe illuftrious Perfons who have 
fet out the roft noted Gardens within many Miles of 
London, have not fail’d ro vifit his, in order to im- 
prove their own by his Goi. 

Mr. Secretary Fobnfton was highly efteemed in the 
Court of Queen 47m, tho" he was far from approving 
tne ruinous and difgraceful Meatures of the then Mi- 
niltry, as by this Saying of his of thofe Times in the 
before-mentioned Etlav, /n a corrupt State, when the 
Progre/s is from bad to worfe, there is no End but one that 
as qworfe than none. That Queen made him Lord 
Regitter of Scotland, the beft Employment in North 
Britain, in which he was fucceeded by his Friend the 
Earl of Marcbmont; and indeed there was hardly any 
noble Perfon of that Nation, or our Gourt, with 
whom he bad not Friendfhip or greet Intimacy, fo 
agreeable and inftructing was his Converfarion, and 
his confummate Expericnce, readcr’d him ufeful in 
the moft important Counfels of Stace, wherein he 
had often a Part, when he had no Scar at that Board: 
His Delicacy when he was himfelf out of Employ- 
ment, in doing good Offices for others by his Intereft, 
confined them rather to the keeping Men in Places, 
who were in danger of lofing thole they had, than to 
precure them for thofe that had none, which he took 
to be a Pecuditr of the Miniftry. 

_ In the Year 1708, he was chofen Member of Par- 
liament for the Borough of Mchefter in Somerfet(bive, 
probably by the Recommendation of the very antient 
and honowrable Family of Poqwlet in that County, his 
ficit Lady being of that Name and Houle. In 1310 
he was chofen Burgefs for Caine in Wilt/bire. Io the 
fucceeding Reigns, his late and prefene M ajelty’s, Se- 
cretary Fobnften was much at Court, and well receiv’d 
there as long as Age permitted his Attendance. His 
Knowledge in Affairs of State, and his clear and free 
way of communicating that Knowledge, where and 
when it was like to be acceptable, made him very 
welcome to thofe that had any Concern in, or Relith 
of them. 

As to his private Life, ir was an Example to Perfons 
in all Stations. His Principles of Religion were found 
and orthodox, according to Scripture, the only true 
Rule of Faith and Praétice. He abhorred Supertti- 
tion and Perlecution, witnefs his Saying in his above- 
cited ie Tye Canfe of Liberty is t Ged. 
He had a like Contempt for Bigotry and Enthufiafm : 
He was for throwing out as much as could be of the 
Form and keeping to the Subftance in every thing. 
His Social Behaviour was polite and open. He look’d 
upon a Trickfler as a Raftal, and fpared not the 
Word on that Occafion. His Morals were pure and 
his Integrity invincible. To conclude, what the 
Scots Memoirift fays of him, contains the higheft 
Character in two or three Words: He eould nos tell a 
Lye for the whole World. 

SucH was the Vigour of his Genius, that when 
he was near Fourfcore Years old, he publifhed thofe 
Panegyrical Effays upon the Prayer, Lord pity the Pe 
ple, the only Words of Wiiliamn 1. Prince of Orange, 
Founder of the Gowrrnment of the United Provinces, at 
his fudden and violent Death. He had torm'd a Defign 
for writing the Lite of that glorious Prince, G 
Grandfather to King William 11. of immoral th 
mMory, and Ancelfor to our prefent molt gracic 
Sovereign King Gerge il. which doubslels wa
